President trumpets ‘great 
relationship’ with Duterte 


In public, Trump avoids 
human rights concerns 
tied to Philippine leader

MANILA, Philippines — Wind- 
ing down his visit to Asia, Presi- 
dent Donald Trump repeatedly 
praised Philippine President Rod- 
rigo Duterte, called him by his first 
name, shared a joke with him 


about the media and even compli- 
mented Manila’s weather. What 
he did not do Monday was what 
many of his predecessors made a 
point of doing while abroad: 
publicly highlight human rights 
abuses. 

Duterte has overseen a violent 
drug war that has featured extra- 
judicial killings. 

But during brief remarks to 
reporters as he sat with Duterte at 
the start of the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations gather- 
ing, Trump said he and Duterte 


have “had a great relationship,’ 
and he avoided questions about 
whether he’d raise human rights 
concerns with the Philippine 
leader during a private meeting on 
the sidelines of the summit. 

Duterte, host of this year’s 
summit, dismissed the reporters 
in the room as “spies” — drawing a 
laugh from Trump — and didn’t 
conceal his displeasure at their 
presence as he had them quickly 
hustled out.

cuts after 
pop tax loss 


Largest hits would 
come for sheriff's 
office, court system

Rebuked on a pop tax, Cook 
County Board President Toni 
Preckwinkle on Monday pro- 
posed cutting $200 million 
through a mix of laying off 
midlevel managers, holding 
the line on raises and requiring 
workers to take unpaid days 
off. 

Though she had vowed that 
budget cuts would be up to 
commissioners, a re-election- 
seeking Preckwinkle reversed 
course and got out the paring 
knife eight days before a 
county-imposed Nov. 21 dead- 
line to put a 
spending plan 
in place. 

The fine 
print has yet to 
be made pub- 
lic, but the out- 
line Preckwin- 
kle released 
showed the op- 
erations of 
Sheriff Tom Dart and Chief 
Circuit Court Judge Timothy 
Evans would be hit the hardest. 
Both are pushing back, saying 
they haven’t agreed to the cuts. 

While the budget cuts could 
evolve during the next week as 
Preckwinkle tries to round up 
the nine votes required for 
approval, at least two commis- 
sioners who led the pop tax 
repeal came out of a Monday 
briefing convinced that she is 
now on the right track. 

“Tt seems to be a solid plan,’ 
said Commissioner Sean Mor- 
rison, a Palos Park Republican 
who was the main sponsor on 
the repeal that was approved 
15-2 last month. “I’m certain 
that there’s going to be some- 
thing that will be tweaked. 
That’s just normal. 

“Its a pretty big deal. It’s 
unprecedented territory for 
the county government.”

New accuser directs 
charge against Moore 


Woman says she was assaulted at age 16; 
calls grow for ex-judge to quit Senate race

WASHINGTON — Amid new 
allegations that Alabama Senate 
candidate Roy Moore molested 
teenage girls decades ago, GOP 
leaders intensified their calls 
Monday for him to quit the race, 
even threatening to expel Moore 
ifhe wins. 

The accusations against Moore 
have thrown the GOP into a crisis, 
splintering the party and risking 
defeat in the Dec. 12 special 
election, for which polls show 


Democrat Doug Jones now has a 
narrow lead in the Deep South 
state. 

On Monday, Senate Majority 
Leader Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., 
called on Moore to withdraw 
from the race. The head of the 
Republican campaign committee, 
Sen. Cory Gardner, R-Colo., said 
the Senate should vote to expel 
Moore if he is elected. 

“I believe the women,” Mc- 
Connell told reporters Monday in 
Kentucky. “I think he should step 
aside.” 

Four women told The Wash- 
ington Post that they had been 
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Senate candidate Roy Moore 
denied Monday’s allegations: “I 
don’t even know the woman.”

Another Alabama woman 
stepped forward Monday, claim- 
ing Moore tried to force her into a 
sexual position when she was 16, 
after offering to give her a ride 
home from her waitress shift in 
the late 1970s.

associate Steven Mandell talk- 
ing about the fire on the same 
day it happened. 

The man who secretly made 
the recording for the FBI, real 
estate agent George Michael, 
recently told the Tribune that 
after Mandell mentioned the 
fire that day, he “leaned over to 
me and said, ‘Do you think they 
respect my work now? ” 

Mandell is in federal prison 
on an unrelated conviction and 
has never been publicly impli- 
cated by authorities in connec- 
tion with the fire. 

The FBI would not discuss 
Mandell’s videotaped comment,
